Ferney Fandino, a Grade 6 
student at Crossroads Public 
School, is looking forward to 
another Christmas in Canada. 

One that should be his best 
Christmas yet. 

He and his family came to 
Canada in 2009 from Columbia, 
where Christmas was very dif¬ 
ferent, he says in the English he 
is perfecting—he knew not a 
word when he landed here 
three years ago. 

Christmas in Columbia was 
pretty much non-existent for 
the youngster and his family— 
there were certainly no pres¬ 
ents under a tree for them. 

Jefferson Fandino, with his 
endearing, shy smile, is only six 
and in Grade 1 at Crossroads, 
and doesn't have any memory 
of Christmas in Columbia. But 
he readily admits he is looking 
forward to receiving presents 
to celebrate the holiday. 

Although Ferney also enjoys 
presents at this special time of 
year, it is quickly evident that 
living in Canada means so 
much more to him than the 
gifts he will receive.

He loves the snow. He 
loves Crossroads. He has 
made great friends. 

"I like it here so much. 
People here are really 

Life is good for the 
11-year-old. 

It wasn't always. 

When he lived in 
Columbia, where his father 
was a farmer, his family 
lived in grave danger. 

Zabarain, his father, 
had been asked by guerilla 
fighters to provide food 
supplies to die rebels. He 
had also been told his two 
oldest sons, then 12 and 
14, were wanted as sol- 

Zabarain, explains Sue 
Weier, one of the Bethany 
Mennonite Church com¬ 
mittee members who orga¬ 
nized sponsorship to 


Canada for the Fandino 
family, refused. He was 
trying to stay neutral, but 
his refusal was seen as tak¬ 
ing the other side. He was 
threatened with death, 
and told his sons would be 

After fleeing with his 
family, he was kidnapped 
by rebels, who tied him to 
a tree and starved in an 
effort to get information 
about his family. But he 
was able to escape, and 
reached friends who 
assisted him with seeking 
sponsorship while he and 
his family were given ref¬ 
uge by a church. 

Meanwhile, says Weier, 
she had been hearing 
about the Fandino family 
from Zabarain's sister, who 
was sponsored by the 
Bethany and came to 
NOTL several years ago, 
and who was afraid for her 


brother. She never asked 
for help, but Weier offered 
to see what she could do 
and approached the 

They discovered 
Zabarain had registered 
for sponsorship, and so 
they began an 18-month 
process that brought the 
family to Niagara in 2009. 

The church provided 
financial aid for a year, and 
since then, many mem¬ 
bers have continued to be 
involved, simply because 
they care deeply for the 
family and have so much 
respect them, she said. 

Zabarain works during 
the growing season for two 
local farmers, but it is 
tough to provide for a fam¬ 
ily that includes six chil¬ 
dren, all boys, from the 
ages of two up to 18.

But he didn't really 
understand why his family 
has been chosen, so 
Reimer Friesen explained 
it to him.

We thought of you 
and your family. We know 
it's been tough 
leaving your home 
and coming here, 
and your family 
has worked very 
hard here.

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Municipal transit system major accomplishment 


In an update to residents 
on the current council mid¬ 
way through a four-year 
term, Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
pointed to the fledgling 
transit system as a major 
accomplishment 

The mayor hosted a 
breakfast at the community 
centre Thursday, during 
which he spoke to about 90 
people who showed up for 
the early morning event 
about recent milestones 
reached by council since 
the December 2010 elec¬ 
tion. 

He spoke of transit as an 
issue that was front and 
centre in election cam¬ 
paigning. 

And although there had 
been some progress made 
by the previous council, 
with a study completed that 
looked at options, that 
council was dissolved with¬ 
out a clear direction to town 
staff on a way to move for- 


Yet in a short time, with 
direction to public works to 
ask for proposals from inter¬ 
ested businesses in the fall 
of 2011, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake had a public transit 
system up and running by 
spring of 2012, an accom¬ 
plishment that had regional 
representatives “blown 
away” at the quick turn¬ 
around, says Eke. 

The system isn’t perfect 
by any means, he adds, but 
it’s a start. 

“We knew people were 
ready for it. It may not be 
perfect, but it’s something 
we're going to continue to 
work on and build on.” 

Other advancements to 
which he points with pride 
are improved transparency, 
and better customer ser- 

Town budgets are now 
posted online, for everyone 
to see, he says—and he feels 
the last two years’ financial 
achievements are a sign of 
fiscal responsibility, show¬ 
ing the Town with healthy 


The “first ever” annual 
report was also published 
online, he says, indicating 
the town is being run more 
as a business than it has 
been in previous years. 

The renovations under¬ 
taken to make the town hall 
run more efficiently and to 
offer better customer ser¬ 
vice, as well as meeting 
safety and accessibility stan¬ 
dards, have been accom¬ 
plished with a budget of 
about $800,000, consider¬ 
ably less than the $4.7 mil¬ 
lion that was put aside for 
an expansion, which is now 
unnecessary, said Eke. 

" I said we were going to 
be open for business, and I 
think our renovated cus¬ 
tomer service is an indica¬ 
tion of that.” 

When people come to 
the front counter, they are 
aided immediately by one 
of two staff members, and if 
necessary, there is a “client 
room” for private discus¬ 
sions, which was lacking at 
the previous customer 
counter. 


He also points to 
improved communication 
and technology, including a 
new website, and moving 
forward by offering infor¬ 
mation through social 
media such as Twitter and 
Facebook for those who 

Over the past two years 
the CAO and senior man¬ 
agement team has also been 
able to attract a $178 million 
development - the Ivanhoe 
Cambridge outlet collection 
of Niagara. They have also

breweries as well as infill 
development projects. 

In addition the Town has 
implemented an online 
payment system. 

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake town council wastes 
very little paper, as they 
have transitioned to iphones 
and ipads for senior man¬ 
agement and council. 

“As you look around a 
council meeting you’ll see 
very little paper laying 
around as we’ve moved into 
a more economically friend¬ 
ly system,” said Mike 
Galloway, Chief 

Administrative Officer. 



As for the next two years 
of council. Eke points to 
continued improvements in 
customer service, and 
record keeping, hopefully 
an expansion of the transit 
system when the time is 
right, the $43 million treat¬ 
ment plant the region has 
finally committed to, and

Open letter to 
NOTL Hydro 

Open letter to Jim Ryan, Chair, 
NOTL Hydro Board, and Jim

Dear Mr. Ryan and Mr 
Huntingdon, 

As you know, NOTL Hydro 
overcharged us a substantial 
amount over six years, but 
you have refunded only a 
fraction. 

We were denied the 
opportunity of publicizing 
this issue when you decided, 
for the first time in a decade, 
not to hold an annual public 

cases to ours in NOTL, we 
raise this issue here and 
respectfully request that you 
respond to our questions 
publicly. 

1. Why have you given us 
only a partial refund when, in 


two virtually identical cases 
reported by the Ontario 
Ombudsman, Hydro One 
created a precedent in pro¬ 
viding a frill refund? We real¬ 
ize that NOTL Hydro does not 
fall under the purview of the 

surely the non-partisan view 
of that office should guide 
you as to what is fair in our 
case and similar cases in 
NOTL. 

2. Specifically, what mea¬ 
sures—beyond the rather 
unenlightening notice you 
published in The Advance in 
November 2011—are you tak¬ 
ing to ensure that our situa¬ 
tion is not repeated? 

The overcharging resulted 
from your misclassifying our 
account as “General Service’: 
Coming to a rural property 
from an urban one, we were 
not surprised to find higher 
electricity delivery charges 
than in an urban setting. Your 
annual rate card provides no 


clue that “General Service” 
refers to a commercial/insti¬ 
tutional property. We inherit¬ 
ed our electricity account 
from previous owners, who, 
like us, had no commercial 
activity on the property. 

You have acknowledged 
your difficulty in monitoring 
rate classes, relying instead 
on customers self-identifying 
their class. You have acknowl¬ 
edged that “our bill print is 
not as dear as it should be’! 
You therefore had every rea¬ 
son to let us know of your 
defidendes in this regard 
when we inherited the 
account, but you said nothing 
of any of this. 

We met both your conflict 
resolution committee and 
your Board, but instead of a 
genuine attempt at conflict 
resolution, we were told that 
the error was our fault—we 
should have questioned the 
bill. However, this would not 
have helped because your 


own front-office was misin¬ 
formed about the criteria. 

You say you are now recti¬ 
fying NOTL Hydro’s short¬ 
comings to eliminate the like¬ 
lihood of misclassification. I 
am sure your customers will 
be interested to read what 
these measures are. 


Highway 

madness 

It is distressing to read of 
the latest scheme of Regional 
Council in regard to Regional 
Road 55: construction of 
roundabouts (or traffic circles, 
as we used to call them). One 
purpose, we are told, is the 
calming of traffic. Where do 
these people live? If RR55 
becomes any calmer it will be 
comatose. Doesn’t anyone 


have anywhere important to 
go anymore? 

Some 18 years ago, when 
55 was rebuilt, rumour had it 
that it would be a four lane 
road. It should have been. 
Instead, we were left with the 
same old two lane road, 
despite burgeoning popula¬ 
tion, commercialism, and 
tourism. 

The only difference was 
the addition of long left turn 
lanes, making passing 
increasingly difficult Last 
month we had the Hunter 
Road traffic light forced upon 
us, and now we are talking 
about more roadblocks. 
Anyone who thinks round¬ 
abouts will keep traffic mov¬ 
ing hasn't observed driving 
skills in the area. 

To add to our misery, 
according to Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke, the Region plans to 
provide three lanes from 
Creek Road to East-West Line. 
What that usually means is a 


dedicated turning lane in the 
middle and two outside lanes, 
thus prohibiting all passing. 
All traffic must then move at 
the speed of the slowest driv¬ 
er, and we’ve all seen how 
slow these people can be. 

How is it that Welland can 
get a complete rebuild of 
Thorold Road and Woodlawn 
Road, in four and five lanes, 
and little Fonthill can have a 
new five lane entrance from 
Hwy 406 to the heart of town, 
while NOTL, with three mil¬ 
lion tourists, remains stuck 
with two lanes on 55, and a 
corduroy road along the lake- 
shore? Do we have any clout 
on Regional Council? 

It’s time to start a new 
approach to road planning, 
focusing on improving traffic 
flow and decreasing the time 
needed to travel from our 
“pretty town” to the services it

Hell will freeze over before good doctor will give up eating steak - rare 


Today, iron is a 
nutrient often 
lacking in North 
American diets 


“Are you sure you want 
your steak blue?” waiters 
often ask. 

I’ve learned the word 
“blue” is the best way of 
ensuring a rare steak. But 
lately I’ve noticed I’m the 
only one eating meat. 
Friends are ordering either 
chicken or a vegetarian 
diet. They claim this is the 
way to better health. 

But I’m a cocktail-be- 
fore-dinner guy, and hell 
will freeze over before I 
give up steak. Now, I’ve 
found an ally in Professor 
Duo Li, Professor of Nutri¬ 
tion at Zhejiang University, 
Hangahou, China. 

Li reports, in The Jour¬ 


nal of Agriculture and Food 
Chemistry, that my veg¬ 
gie friends may be lacking 
in iron, zinc, vitamin B-12 
and essential Omega-3 
fatty acids. These nutrients 
are needed for cardiovas¬ 
cular health. 

So how does the lack of 
these nutrients affect car¬ 
diovascular health? Plate¬ 
lets, tiny particles in the 
blood, help clotting. Veg¬ 
etables show an increased 
number of platelets result¬ 
ing in greater chance they’ll 
stick together, causing a fa¬ 
tal blood clot in coronary 
arteries. 

Vegetables also pro¬ 
duce an increased amount 
of homocysteine in the 
blood.This has been asso¬ 
ciated with increased risk 
of heart disease. And Li’s 
study shows the vegetarian 
diet results in a decreased 
amount of high density li¬ 
poprotein (the good cho¬ 
lesterol), also a risk factor

for cardiovascular disease. 

I have to admit some 
authorities disagree with 
Dr Li. This is to be expected 
as there are no 100 percent 
solutions. But I believe Ar¬ 
istotle to be right when he 
preached moderation in all 
things (I’m sure he would 
have included a cocktail 
before dinner). 

So I believe a moder¬ 
ate amount of steak makes 
more sense than a totally 
veggie diet. After all, hu¬ 
mans have been enjoying 


meat since the caveman 
discovered it could keep 
him and his mate alive. 

I also eat meat because 
I’ve never enjoyed spin¬ 
ach. I’d have to eat three 
cups of spinach to obtain 
the same amount of iron 
contained in a six ounce 
sirloin steak. Meat is also 
rich in “heme" iron, the 
type more easily absorbed 
than “non- heme” iron. So 
it’s a no-brainer for me. 

Today iron is a nutri¬ 
ent often lacking in North 
American diets. Young 
children, teenagers, preg¬ 
nant women, nursing 
mothers and athletes are at 
particular risk. The recom¬ 
mended allowance for iron 
is 18 milligrams a day, yet 
the typici diet contains 
only six mgs. 

Meat is a complete 
protein containing all the 
essential amino acids re¬ 
quired for maintaining 
body tissues. Our bodies 


do not manufacture amino 
acids to keep the immune 
system functioning. 

In addition, meat con¬ 
tains vitamins B-6, B-12, 
five of the B-complex vita¬ 
mins, niacin, phosphorus 
and zinc. Many people do 
not consume sufficient 
zinc required for growth, 
night vision and the manu¬ 
facture of hormones. 

If you’re concerned 
about calories, a six ounce 


of fat has 6 grams of fat, and 
provides only 366 calories. 
Compare this to roasted 
chicken, skin included, 
that has 23 grams of fat. 

What about the cho¬ 
lesterol in steaks, since so 
many people suffer from 
“cholesterolphobia”? Some 
people claim this is why 
they eat only chicken and 
fish. But a six ounce steak 
only contains 146 mg. of 
cholesterol. 

So why do I order a blue 


steak? By doing so I face a 
small risk of toxoplasmosis, 
a parasitic disease. I’ll take 
my chance on this one as 
40 percent of North Ameri¬ 
cans have had this disease 
at one time or another, are 
unaware of its presence, 
and require no treatment. 

Most people are also not 
aware that a blue steak can 
help to protect the heart. 
Meat is one of the primary 
sources of co-enzyme Q10 
(Co-QlO). This enzyme is 
essential, producing the 
body’s fundamental unit 
of energy, ATP, the gas 
that provides energy for 
the heart. A steak well- 
done not only tastes like 
leather, but it destroys Co- 
Q10. Cholesterol-lowering 
drugs also destroy this en¬ 
zyme by as much as 40 per¬ 
cent which may be setting 
the stage for heart failure 
later in life. 

"So, waiter, I prefer my 
steak rare!”

"It was so much fun, and 
we felt so spoiled. The kids 
are really excited to be invit¬ 
ed back." 

Last year, the Janzens 
and their four children led 
the stroll, but although their 
role was explained to them, 
they really didn't know what 
it entailed until the time 
came, says Krista. 

"It really is a special eve¬ 
ning, and we felt very lucky 
to be part of it. It was an 
amazing experience." 

But as much as the 
Janzens enjoyed the stroll, 
what was really important 
about the evening was the 
huge impact it has had on 
Julia, now a Grade 6 student 
in French Immersion at 
Parliament Oak School. 

Julia is blind, and was 
chosen to be the recipient 
of last year's stroll so that 
her parents could purchase 
some equipment that would 
make her life easier. 

One was a $7,000 "refre¬ 
shable braille" Apex com¬ 
puter, which allows Julia to 
download books which she 
can read in braille, to type 
in braille, to send and 
receive messages—she can 
do pretty much anything 
anybody can do on a com¬ 
puter, explains Krista. 

Although there was a 
government subsidy of 
$5,000, the Janzens would 
have had to pay the remain¬ 
der, but the stroll proceeds 
covered the cost for them. 

They were also able to 


purchase an iPod with 
voice over that allows Julia 
to communicate with her 
friends, send text messag¬ 
es, listen to her music—do 
all the things her friends 

For an adolescent girl, 
that can be pretty impor- 

"It's her way of connect¬ 
ing to her friends," says 
Krista. 

"It has made a really 
huge difference in her life. 
It reads emails for her—it's 
her connection to the 

Julia agrees she had a 
great time on last year's 
stroll, and is looking for¬ 
ward to being part of it 

And she is very grateful 
for the equipment and the 
way it has changed her 
life. 

"I can talk to my friends. 
I can write in braille. I like 
to read, and I can read 
books. I can listen to 
music," she says, admitting 
to liking Justin Bieber, 
Taylor Swift and Katie 
Perry. 

She can call her friends 
and talk to them. 

She can feel like she's 
just like all her other 

"Totally, yes, that's how 
I feel," she says.

The Janzen family have 
one more purchase to 
make with money they 
have saved from the stroll 
proceeds. 

They love to bike as a 
family, but even as an 
11-year-old, if Julia wants 
to take part, she has to ride 
in a bicycle trailer that is 
intended for much young¬ 
er children. 

The Janzens plan to 
purchase a tandem bicycle 
that Julia can pedal with 
one of her parents. 

"That way she can bicy¬ 
cle with us," says Krista.

It's been almost a

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Four heritage homes 
recognized with plaques

Lord Mayor David Eke, 
member of the town’s Mu¬ 
nicipal Heritage Commit¬ 
tee and the War of 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
presented bicentennial 
plaques to four heritage 
homes, which predate the 
War of 1812. 

The four homes were 
the McFarland House 
(c. 1800), the De Puisaye 
House (c. 1794), the Field 
House (c. 1800) and the 
Laura Secord House (c. 
1804). 

The culturalheritageval- 
ue of the McFarland House 
lies in its age, architectural 
details and its association 
with a prominent Niagara 
family. The house was built 
by James McFarland, son 
of John McFarland, using 
handmade bricks while 
the wing at the rear of the 
house was added in 1892. 
The key exterior attributes 
of heritage value include 
its five bay balanced fa¬ 
cade, the handmade brick 
exterior, brick chimney, 
low gable wood shingled 
roof, 12 over 12 window 
with working shutters and 
its stone foundation. 

The Laura Secord House 
was inhabited by Laura and 
her husband James from 
1803 to 1835 and their sev¬ 


en children. It was restored 
in 1971-72, with financial 
support from the Laura Se¬ 
cord Candy Company. The 
house has been converted 
into a museum, filled with 
artefacts from around On¬ 
tario and Quebec, high¬ 
lighting the social history 
of the early 19th century 
Canadian frontier. 

Key exterior attributes 
that embodies the heritage 
value of Laura Secord as 
one of the best examples of 
an accurately restored or 
reconstructed home in Ni- 
agara-on-the-Lake include 
its simple Georgian fagade, 
five bays wide, its clap¬ 
board siding, interesting 
semi-detached sidelights 
and simple door frame, its 
two chimneys and its rub¬ 
ble foundation and steps. 

The Field House was 
originally a three-storey 
brick house, Georgian in 
design, which was built for 
Gilbert Field on land grant¬ 
ed to his father as a United 
Empire Loyalist. 

The house is designated 
for architectural and his¬ 
torical reasons. It includes 
window frames (including 
reveals, soffits and sills), 
doors (including reveals, 
soffits and door frames), 
baseboard trim, chair rails, 
mantelpieces and balus-

lies in age of the structure, 
its surviving architectural 
details and its association 
with Walter Butler Shee¬ 
han who was the nephew 
of Colonel John Buder and 
Joseph Genevieve, Count 
de Puisaye. 

The present day surviv¬ 
ing structure dates back to 


circa 1794 and is early style 
Georgian in style. 

In the 1960s the house 
was saved from demoli¬ 
tion, moved to the Niagara 
Parks Commissions prop¬ 
erty at McFarland Park 
and eventually moved to 
its present location where 
it was restored to its 18th 


century appearance. 

The key exterior attri¬ 
butes of heritage value in¬ 
clude its medium to high 
pitched gable roof, clap¬ 
board siding, symmetrical 
five bay fagade with cen¬ 
tred entrance, brick and 


chimneys and its simple 
entrance. 

Presentations will con¬ 
tinue in 2013 and 2014 for 
buildings in St. Davids, Old 
Town, and the rural areas, 
which predate the War of

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Lord Mayor David Eke, aided by the town's chief administrative officer Mike Galloway and resident 
Stephen Steele, cuts a ribbon to officially open the recently renovated town hall service area. What was 
a dark lobby entrance is now a bright customer service area, with two staff members, including Julie 
Paul, waiting to look after customers and direct them to other staff when needed. Beside the counter is 
a client room, where residents can discuss their business in privacy. The renovations provide more room 
in the area behind the counter while working within the same envelope, and also help the town meet 
standards for employee safety. The renovations cost about $800,000 and eliminated the need for a much 
costlier expansion that had a $4-million budget. Previously, the lobby would have been used for the 
overflow of residents attending controversial public meetings in the council chamber, but now, meetings 
where a large crowd is expected will be scheduled in the Community Centre, said Eke, where residents 
will be able to see and hear better and be more comfortable.

When Deanna Simpson 
first hatched a plan to run the 
New York City marathon, she 
had no way of knowing what 
it would come to mean to 
her, or how it could help her. 

It was almost three years 
ago, on New Year's Eve, and 
she was sitting alone at her 
computer. She had begun 
running just a few weeks ear¬ 
lier, on a treadmill at a fitness 
centre, with a goal of finish¬ 
ing a 10-kilometre race before 
her 40th birthday that com¬ 
ing April. 

But she decided impul¬ 
sively that she needed a more 
challenging goal, a "big auda¬ 
cious goal," as she described 
it, and, as she says, "click," 
and she was entered in the 
lottery that awards places in 
the NY marathon. 

If you enter the lottery 
every year for three years, 
and aren't drawn, you are 
guaranteed entry in the 
fourth year, so in Simpson's 
mind that meant she would 


have until November 2013 to 
prepare. 

Since that New Year's Eve, 
she has run many five kilo¬ 
metre andlO-kilometre races, 
and several half marathons. 
She has completed the 
Around the Bay 30-kilometre 
race in Hamilton, one of the 
oldest on the continent, and 
has trained four or five days a 

No more treadmill for her. 
She would rather be out¬ 
doors, even in snow, and can 
often be seen running 
through the Old Town, even 
down Queen Street. 

She lives in a beautiful 
town, she says, and she 
enjoys being reminded of 
just how fortunate she is to 
live here while she runs. 

"I'm thankful every time I 
run that I live in such an 
amazing town. When I run 
along Queen Street, it's like 
my victory mile. The tourists 
stare at me like I'm crazy, and 
I love it." 

But running, for Simpson, 
has come to mean much 
more than fitness. 

It's therapy. 

It's cheaper and healthier 
than anti-depressants, she 
laughs—but she really isn't 
joking. 

It helps her get out of bed 
the mornings she would 
rather not, and it helps her 
stay strong for her family. 

If she needs a good cry, 
she can do that while she's 
running, out of sight of her 



children. 

In January, 2011, Simpson 
lost her beautiful seven-year- 
old son, Porter, in a tragic 
accident. 

When she began running, 
and was managing five kilo¬ 
metres a day, he used to go to 
school and brag about her 
accomplishments to his 
teacher. 

"To him, it was like I'd run 
a marathon every time I went 
out the door for a run." 

After his death, she says, 

"running was the one thing I 
could do that wasn't self-de¬ 
structive. All I had to do was 
put one foot in front of the 
other, and keep going." 

Which she did. Then her 
name was drawn for the NY 
City Marathon—she was 
entered to run in November, 

2012. 

She began training in ear¬ 
nest, and when the time 
came, she was ready. 

New York City was not.

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Help needed to feed hungry students

It's hard to believe there 
are kids in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake going to school without 
enough fuel in them to 
learn. 

But there are. 

Some of them are just too 
rushed in the morning to eat 
a healthy breakfast. 

But there are more kids 
than we would expect who 
come to school hungry 
because there isn't enough 
food in the house to eat. 
There isn't enough in their 
lunch boxes to get them 
through the day, says 
Crossroads Public School 
principal Marian Reimer 
Friesen. 

And it's difficult for kids 
to leam on an empty stom¬ 
ach. 

When Col. John Butler 
and Virgil Public School 
were still open, there were 
always granola bars and 


drinking boxes available for 
kids who were hungry, she 
says. 

When staff began to 
notice how quickly the gra¬ 
nola bar boxes were emp¬ 
tied, and how litde some 
students had in their lunch 
boxes, it became obvious 
there was a problem that 
needed a better solution. 

"We asked ourselves, 
'should we be doing more, 
should we be doing some¬ 
thing different.' We decided 
to see what else we could 
do," said the principal, who 
has worked in NOTL for 10 
years. 

During the construction 
of Crossroads, the principal 
applied to Niagara Nutrition 
Partners, a program of 
Community Care which pro¬ 
motes healthy food choices 
and improved learning 
through the provision of 
breakfast, lunch and snacks 
at school. 

Once Crossroads opened, 
the kitchen had to pass

program got underway last 

When students are bused 
to school, there is no time 
for a breakfast program, so it 
was decided to distribute 
snacks mid-morning. 

Currently, Niagara 
Nutrition Partners helps 
provide nourishment for 
13,000 children and youth in 
the region each day. 

"There are more kids at 
this school than people 
would expect telling us 
they're hungry. We like to 
think in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake that hunger is not an 
issue, but it is, here and in 
every community," says 
Reimer Friesen. 

And the need is growing, 
she adds. 

"It seems parents' will¬ 
ingness to come forward 
and ask for help is increas¬ 
ing. People who have been 
laid off may be having trou¬ 
ble making ends meet, and 
they are willing to ask for 
support because they want 
what's best for their kids." 

The snacks are funded in 
part by the Ministry of Child 
and Youth Services, but the 


school must also fundraise 
twice a year to qualify for the 
grant. 

Students benefit in two 
ways, says Reimer Friesen— 
not only do they learn better 
with fuel in their bodies, 
they also leam healthy eat¬ 
ing habits. 

When snacks are provid¬ 
ed, students will often eat 
food they might not choose 
at home, and they learn to 
like healthy choices. 

"We have a large array of 
foods, things kids might not 
gravitate towards otherwise, 
but when they see other stu¬ 
dents trying things, they're 
willing to take a chance. The 
idea is to get fresh, healthy 
food from the four food 
groups to kids who might 
not have those choices at 

Snacks can include 
cheese and crackers, fresh 
fruit, vegetables and hum¬ 
mus, or bagels and cream 

Going by NNP guidelines, 
volunteers prepare food 
three mornings a week, 
Tuesday to Thursday, and 
the snacks are distributed

mid-morning to all class¬ 
rooms, for any student who 
wants to take part. 

That way, says Reimer 
Friesen, there is no stigma 
attached to enjoying the 
snacks. 

The majority of the kids 
take snacks as offered— 
some even ask for two. 

"The kids love it," says 
snack organizer Carrie 
Hendriks. 

"We have a dedicated 
group of mums and grand¬ 
mothers, but we could 
always use more volunteers 
who could give us one or 
two mornings a month. It's 
great to see the kids trying 
new foods and making 
healthy choices, eating fruits 


and vegetables and lots of 
good stuff." 

Mondays and Fridays, if a 
student is hungry, the fridge 
can be raided, but there is 
no snack program—there 
are not enough volunteers to 
offer it five days a week. 

Reimer Friesen would 
like to see that change. 

"We're hoping if we do a 
shout-out for help, we might 
find someone who is retired 
and might want to help the 
children. It could be a morn¬ 
ing a month—it's really a 
small commitment time- 
wise—to help prepare the 
food and do a bit of clean-up 
afterwards. And what a great

Oast House Brewers is 
offering great beer, just 
down the road, past the 
old oak in the big red 
barn. 

Spotting the Oast 
House isn’t difficult, and 
after their grand opening 
they’re even more appar¬ 
ent in the community with 
their goal of producing 
world class beer while 
being as local as they can. 

“We’re trying to do this 
the Niagara way,” said 
brand manager and part 
owner Cian MacNeill. 

By the Niagara way, he 
means growing their own 
hops and keep the opera¬ 
tion as local as possible. 

The Oast House is 
unique to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake. 

“We’ve used the winery 
model for the brewery 
and are keeping it very 
hospitable, offering prod¬ 
ucts, services and special 
events,” said MacNeill. 

MacNeill, who is origi¬ 
nally from Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, said that they 


have received a fantastic 
response from the com¬ 
munity in regards to their 
microbrewery. 

Last week’s grand 
opening had MPP Kim 
Craitor, Lord Mayor David 
Eke, and Regional Chair 
Gary Burroughs in atten¬ 
dance. MacNeill said they 
saw about 70 people come 
through during the first 
two hours and remained 
steadily busy for the rest 
of the day. 

MacNeill said he and 
his partners saw an obvi¬ 
ous need for a local brew¬ 
ery in an area that has 
become a tourist destina¬ 
tion for wine lovers. 

“I was a winemaker 
previously and this 
seemed like it was a good 
idea,” he said. 

The idea to open a craft 
brewery came from a pas¬ 
sion for beer and beer 
production. The hope is 
that the brewery will add 
another flavour to the 
wine industry that is 
already established here. 

Kevin Somerville, who 
is their brewmaster and 
co-ordinator of the 
Niagara College brewing 
program, is also involved 
in Oast House. 

“He felt more comfort¬ 
able brewing than teach¬ 
ing,” said MacNeill.
